this he meant that he would not again hold 
puMic office Me had gi\en a lifetime to the 
service of his country and felt that he had 
earned a reM.

his time and ardentlv desired to spend the 
remainder of his life in ^uiet retirement at 
his Mount Vernon estate.

He 
wrote to Hamilton, ' the world and pos- 
terit\ might possihh accuse me of incon- 
sistency," and Vielded (.nh when Hamil- 
ton. Madison and others presented the case 
to hirt as a demand from the country 
u hich htf had no right to disregard. \\ a<h- 
in^ton consented with the understanding 
that he would withdraw from the presi- 
dency after tu-o \ears. but he actually 
served eight years. 


At the end of his first term he Mill 


wished to return to private lif?j but the 
demand from the pubhc w*as no lev* jn- 
sIsicnL fllan ft ftad hcen in me ftr^T mXince. 
and he was again forced against his will to 
carry the burden<. of the presidency. 
But 


by the time he had served eight year-*, or 
at the end of his second term, he flath re- 
fused to accept a third term, and his 
reason for NO doing was the identical reason 
tharhe had urged in the beginning 
the de- 


sire to spend his declining days in retire- 
ment 


But perhaps the most conclusive proof 


that Washington saw no danger in third 
terms, and therefore that the present popu- 
lar superstition cannot jproperly be traced 
to hhn, is found in a letter which he wrote 
to 1 ifayette, April 28, 1 788, in which he 
declares:
